Four  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  :.n  the  yea.r.  The  source 
of  infection  in  two  of  these  was  traced  to  an  origin  outside  tho 
Borough.  Of  the  other  tv/o  cases  cne  died. 

There  was  one  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever.  The  source  of 
infection  was  net  definitely  ascertained,  but  one  p crenr  had 
previously  suffered  from  ^Typhoid  Fever"  but  Y;as  not  proved  to  be 
nov/  infectious. 

School  notifications  of  disease  are  found  useful. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  artificial  immunisation  8.gainst 
Diphtheria  or  of  heasles  serum  for  prophylaxis  treatment.

In  all  66  Informal  Notices  were  served,  and  to  enforce  compliance 
it  v/as  found  necessary  to  serve  2 Statutory  Notices.

After  notification  of  fever  all  infected  premises  are  disinfected  by 
fuml-gotion.  At  the  Isolation  Hospital  there  is  a Steam  Disinfector, 
where  dl  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  are  removed  i;o  be  disinfected  by 
means  of  steain  under  oressuro. 

All  clothing  brought  to  the  Hospital  with  patients  from  outside  the 
Borough  is  also  disinfected  before  being  returned. 

Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  of  charge  to  any  person  making 
application.

Milk  and  Dairies  Orders. 


Tho  number  of  Producers  now  on  the  register  is  10,  and  the  number 
of  Retailors  is  17. 

Tho  Milk  (Special  Designation ) Order  1936  came  into  force  on  June  Is 
1936,  and  repealed  the  earlier  Orders  of  1923  and  1934. 

The  Special  Designations  substituted  by  this  Order  which  may  be 
used  in  relation  to  milk  are:- 

"’Tuberculin  Tested''  Milk,  ''Accredited''  Milk,  and  ''Pasteurised''  Mil 

Tho  following  licences  wore  issued  during  tho  year:- 

One  dealer's  licence  to  sell  milk  as  ’’Tuberculin  Tested”.
